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SPEAKERS  TO  ENHANCE  FALL  CALENDAR 

Four  grants  to  Avila  involving  outside  speakers  have  been  announced  by  Jan 
Kreamer,  Director  of  Grants.  The  funds,  administered  by  Avila  personnel,  will  be 
used  to  bring  in  outstanding  authorities. 

A $5,000  fund  from  the  National  Alliance  of  Businessmen  has  allowed  Jay 
Bopp,  Director  of  Counseling,  to  set  up  a career  guidance  institute  with  30 
participants,  including  representatives  from  9 area  businesses  and  from  each 
discipline  of  the  college. 

Two  grants  were  received  from  the  Missouri  Council  for  the  Humanities,  Inc. 
One,  for  $10,000,  will  underwrite  a three-part,  six  segment  symposium  on 
Individual  Rights,  headlined  by  speakers  Justice  Arthur  J.  Goldberg  (September 
24);  William  D.  Ruckelshaus  (November  4)  and  a December  speaker  to  be 
announced.  Each  speech  will  be  followed  on  the  next  evening  by  a panel 
discussion  amplifying  the  topic,  according  to  Dr.  Elaine  Brand,  director  of  the 
project. 

The  second,  a $2,000  matching  grant,  has  enabled  Avila  to  line  up  Michael 
Novak,  author,  educator,  television  critic,  business  advisor  and  director  of  ethnic 
groups  to  speak  on  “The  American  Melting  Pot:  Myth  or  Reality?”  on  October  13. 
Sister  Germaine  Matter  and  Sister  Virginia  May  will  co-chair  the  event. 

A $2,600  award  from  The  Missouri  Council  on  the  Arts  for  a national  dance 
company,  Dances  We  Dance,  to  be  in  residence  at  Avila  for  one  week,  November 
17  to  22,  will  be  coordinated  by  Dr.  William  Louis,  Chairman  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Department.
